POSTAGE PAID.—We deliver, postage paid, to any Post Office in the United States, 
Vegetable and Flower Seeds, in Packets, Ounces and Pounds, also Bulbs 
and Plants, when under 4 pounds in weight, at Catalogue prices, except where 
otherwise noted. Vo orders for plants by mail will be accepted for less than 50 cents 
in value. Agricultural Seeds, Implements and other bulky and heavy goods can 
only be sent by freight or express at purchaser’s expense. 

CANADA POSTAGE.—Vegetable and Flower Seeds in packets and ounces mailed free~ On everything else remit 

for postage, I cent per ounce. 

EXPRESS.—It will be very much cheaper to the purchaser if seeds are ordered to be sent by Express or rail at 
their expense, when desired in quantities of pounds, quarts and upwards. In all cases where possible we 
advise our customers to have their plants forwarded by Express, as larger and finer plants can be sent, 
and “‘extras’’ are added to help defray charges. Seeds, Plants and Bulbs are now taken by the leading 
Express Companies at a reduction of twenty per cent. from the regular rates for merchandise. 

BAGGAGE-MASTER DELIVERIES are very convenient to points within twenty-five miles of Philadelphia. 
Charges for packages not exceeding 10 lbs., 5 cents; 25 lbs., to cents; 50 Ibs., 15 cents. 

PACKING.—No charge is made for boxes or packing, nor for delivery to Freight Depots or Express Offices in 
Philadelphia. 

REMITTANCES should be made by Post Office Money Order, Drafts on Philadelphia or New York Banks, or Express 
Money Orders. We disclaim all responsibility when remittances are not made as above directed. Where it 
is not possible to obtain these, the letter should be registered. Postage stamps will be found a convenient 
method of remitting for small amounts, and can beused by us to adyantage. Coin should not be sent by mail. 

CASH WITH ORDER.—Please send money with the order sufficient to cover the whole bill, to facilitate the execu- 
tion of your orders.

THE VEGETABLE GARDEN 


Should be covered the year through with a growing crop. Something should always be beginning, coming on, ready for use, and 
passing. In winter it should be a cover crop to keep the soil in heart and to prevent the atmosphere from absorbing its richness, 
or it may be Spinach, Kale, Parsnips, or Turnips, covered lightly for protection. If practicable, the garden should have a warm 
and southeasterly exposure. But when the ground slopes to the north and west it is important to have it located on the sunny 
side of an orchard or buildings. The most desirable situation possible should be set apart for the kitchen garden, as the exposure 
has much to do with the early maturity of the crops. The soil must be in a friable state to secure the prompt vegetation of the 
seeds and the proper growth of the plants, and should be well drained, thoroughly trenched, and enriched by a judicious applica- 
tion of manure. A hot-bed will be found a great convenience and help in starting certain plants early in the spring and cold 
frame for wintering over plants. For those who desire to make either hot-bed or cold frame we give information below, which 
will enable them to construct either at little trouble or expense, The culture of Vegetables is exhaustively treated in our new 


book, ‘*Open=Air Vegetables.’’ (See page 193.) 


Rotation of Crops.—A rotation of crops is as essential in vegetable gardening as in farming, as different plants appro- 
priate different ingredients from the soil. Care should be taken that deep-rooted plants, such as Beets, Carrots, Parsnips, etc., are 
not planted successive seasons on the same soil, but should be followed by those plants whose roots extend but little below the 
surface, such as Onions, Lettuce, Cabbage, Spinach, etc.; plants of the Brassica, or Cabbage tribe, are apt to become diseased at 
the roots (club-rooted, as it is termed) if too frequently planted in the same ground. 


Our Seeds are Tested.—We will not under any circumstances send out seeds of doubtful character, and for the pro- 
tection of our customers we invariably make a thorough and critical test of all seeds received from our growers, and they must be 
of the highest degree of germination. During the summer we also conduct extensive purity tests at our Trial Grounds at 
Riverton, N. J., where an outdoor test is made of all varieties. Thus we know the quality of our seeds, both as to their 
germination and purity. 


HOW TO MAKE COLD FRAME AND HOT=BED. 


The Cold Frame.—tThe function of the cold frame sash is 
to winter plants of cabbage, cauliflower and lettuce, to ward off cold 
winds, to keep the ground clear of snow, and in the spring to increase 
the feeble heat of slanting sunbeams, and thus to foster plant growth. 
Tt should stand in a warm and sheltered spot, on well drained land, 
ii and have a southern exposure. In constructing it, use boards one 
inch thick, making the back of frame one foot and front six inches 
~ high, the length to be as desired, using standard 3 x 6 feet sash ar- 

ranged as illustrated herewith. The soil of bed should be rich, 
easily worked and well drained. Rotted sod is best basis for such soil, and a heap of sod should always be on hand in a con- 
venient place. On mild days air should be admitted in order to keep the plants in a dormant state, care being taken not to freeze 
them; this will prepare them for early setting out in spring. During cold weather the frames should be covered with mats, or 
have a thick covering of straw or hay during the nights. 


Cotp FRAME. 


The Hot-bed is usually made ready in February or March in the latitude of Philadelphia, and should be located in a 
sunny part of the garden facing the South, and should have the protection of a wall, a fence or hedge at back. The sash, which 
are 3 x 6 feet, can be purchased of us ready made and glazed; the sides and back can be made of rough lumber. Begin by dig- 
ging a trench two feet deep and a few inches short of the width and length of sash to be used, line the sides with beards about 
one inch thick, making the back extend 18 inches above the soil level and the front 12 inches, in order to give proper slant to 
sash, so as to admit the sunlight, and also that the rain may flow off freely. The framework should be banked up on the outside 
with coarse manure, straw or litter, in order to keep out the cold air, The manure to be used should be thoroughly forked 
over about one week before making the bed, and a sprinkling of hot water 
made to hasten fermentation. In about a week, when heat has gone 
down to 95° to 100°, the manure is ready for the bed. After tramping 
the prepared manure firmly in the hot-bed to a depth of one foot, cover it with 
at least four inches of clean, well rotted soil, and put on the sashes. Place a 
thermometer in the bed and await results. In the course of two or three days 
the bed may be trusted with the seeds. The thermometer ought not to register 
much over 70°; if the heat is greater it is better to delay planting for a few days. 
The night heat should not fall below 50°. Shutters, mats, carpets or litter will 
make it easy to keep young plants warm at night. Do not try to raise Egg

POTATOES. 


The soil best suited to the potato is a rich, sandy loam, but it seems to thrive in almost any soil or climate, The potato, being 
a gross feeder, requires a liberal application of manure; if stable manure is to be used, it should be well rotted, and not allowed 
to come in contact with the tubers. On no other crop are the results from the use of the phosphates so manifest as on the potato; 
almost invariably the tubers are smoother, brighter and freer from rust and the destructive influence of wire worms. The best 
fertilizers are plaster, lime, super-phosphate of lime and bone-dust. Potato scab can be entirely prevented by using flower of sul- 
pbur in the rows with the phosphate. Use at the rate of 100 to 150 Ibs. to the acre, Plant as early in the spring as the ground 
can be thoroughly worked, in rows 3 feet apart and 1 foot in the rows; covering in light warm soil about 4 inches, and in cold wet 
ground 3 inches deep; draw the earth to the plants as they advance in growth,

Radishes thrive best in a light, rich, mellow soil, and to bring out 
their mild qualities they must make.a quick and tender growth. Sow 
for very early use in hot-beds during the winter and early spring, or 
later on in sheltered borders, in well-manured, deeply dug, and finely 
raked soil; if not well stimulated into a rapid growth, they become 
fibrous and tough; sow in drills 10 inches apart, and thin to 2 inches 
in the rows. Sow at intervals of two or three weeks until September 
for a succession. Sow winter varieties in July and August; like the 
turnip, they make the best growth in autumn, and must be taken out 
before severe frost, and stored away in a cool cellar in sand, or a pit, 
where they will keep tender and crisp all winter; before using put in 
cold water, which adds to their freshness.

REMARKS ON GRASS GROWING AND PERMANENT PASTURE. 


The preparation of the soil for permanent grass lands cannot be too thorough, nor is it likely that the manuring will ever be 
excessive. Stable manure is the best of all foundations for fertility. Ground bone and wood-ashes are unexcelled for top-dressing 
purposes. Stable manure is rich in available nitrogen. Bone (ground fine)-is one of the best and most lasting sources of phos- 
phoric acid. Wood-ash is rich in potash. These three things (nitrogen, phosphoric acid, potash) furnish the elements of fertility 
which are lost by continued grazing and cropping. Taken together they make a perfect or “complete”? fertilizer or soil restorer, 
The above illustration shows a field where Bradley’s Fertilizer was used. 

Autumn is nature’s time for sowing grass seed, but spring sowing may be made quite as successful, if the seed is sown early, 
while the ground is both cool and moist. Grass seed is usually sown with grain, but there is ample testimony to show that it can 
be sown alone with entire success.

border in April, May and June. The seeds should be sown as soon as the 

soil becomes dry and easily crumbled, after the spring frosts have disappeared. 
They may also be sown in prepared beds of light, rich soil, and transplanted into the 
garden. The former is the more simple method, but not always as satisfactory. The 
better plan is to sow all fine seeds under glass in a greenhouse, hot-bed, or in the 
house. As to the depth to which seeds should be covered, the best general rule is to 
cover fine seeds very lightly, just enough to protect them from the sun; and in dry 
weather a sprinkling of damp moss is very useful. With very fine seeds it is best to 
sow on the surface, and press then lightly into the soil. We are convinced that one 
of the most frequent causes of failure is in sowing the seeds too deep, and seedsmen are unjustly 
censured, when the fault lies with the cultivator. 


Paes the soil is in a proper state, flower seeds may be sown in the open 


WY if _. For sowing seeds, shallow boxes 2 to 3 inches deep, and covered with a light of glass and 
SS iG with open seams at the bottom, so that the water can drain through quickly, are best. (These we 

RAL keep in stock all ready for use.) The best soil is a mixture of equal parts of sand, leaf-mold, and 
light, rich garden loam, which should be thoroughly mixed and passed through a coarse sieve; 
then fill your pots, pans, or boxes within half an inch of the rim; press the soil firmly and evenly. 
If the soil is dry, it is best to water freely a day or two before sowing the seed, to enable the sur- 
plus water to drain off. After they are sown cover slightly with fine soil; carefully water with a 
fine rose or spray. When they are designed to be grown in the house, the temperature should be 
as near 60 degrees as possible; place them in a light window facing south or east. 

The importance of uniform attention to watering may be best learned by experience and ob- 
servation, but the inexperienced. cultivator may be reminded that to omit a single watering and 
allow the young plant-germs from seed to remain in a parched state, or a too frequent indiscrimi- 
nate watering, usually leads to the eventful loss of the whole. 

As soon as the plants are large enough to handle, prick them into other boxes or pots, placing 
them about 1 inch apart each way; they must be shaded for a few days from the sun, until they 
are established. When large enough they can be potted in small pots, and kept until the proper 
season for planting in the garden.

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SEEDS OF WATER LILIES. 


Raising seedling plants of all kinds has a peculiar charm and fascination, and 
a few remarks on the growing of Water Lilies from seed may be of service. 

The soil should be precisely the same as is used for the yast majority of flower 
seeds; that is, any good garden soil, nicely sifted, with a small addition of sand. 
The Tender Nymphzeas and Victorias should be sown in early spring. It is ad- 
visable to sow the hardy sorts late in autumn, the seed usually !ying dormant 
throughout the winter and coming up im the spring. Sow in pots, boxes or pans 
(the latter is best) ; fill with soil to within half an inch of the top; sow the seed 
thinly and cover lighUy with sand and stand in water for two days until the seed 
is thoroughly soaked, which will prevent any from floating when the pots are 
submerged, which they should be in water at a temperature as near 75 degrees 
as can be maintained. Two or three inches of water over the pots is sufficient 
depth. As soon as the seedlings make two or three leaves, they should be trans- = 
planted into pots or pans; as soon as floating leaves two or three inches in diameter are produced, pot singly into three-inch pots 
and when well rooted repot into 4 or 5 inch pots, from which size they may be planted into their summer flowering quarters. In 
repotting, a compost of one-third thoroughly rotted cow manure and two-thirds good loam should be used. When planted into 
permanent quarters, the same compost should be used, and the surface covered with clean sand.

Cultivation is of the simplest, beginning with any good 
garden soil for a foundation, which may be enriched with any 
good fertilizer, such as well decomposed cow manure or bone meal, 

deeply dug, well pulverized, in which the plants should be set as early in the season 

as possible, so as to enable them to become well rooted and established before hot, 

dry weather sets in, keeping the ground well stirred, and where it is not convenient 
to water the beds during hot, dry weather, a mulch of any loose material, which will 
keep the soil from baking, will be found very beneficial. Short grass, the rakings of 
the lawn after cutting, will be as good for this purpose as anything. 

A covering of manure should be applied in the fall ; this may be forked into the soil 

early in spring, and, beyond this, little care need be given, the occasional staking of a 
plant, the cutting off of decaying flowers, which will prolong the flowering season of many 
species, and the dividing and replanting occasionally of such varieties that have become 
too large, being all that is needed. 

Many additions have been made to our collection this season, and, though our list is per- 
haps not the largest offered, it is the most complete and up-to-date collection in the country, our 
aim being to offer only the most desirable, excluding all weedy and undesirable sorts.
